generally prevailing in Germany that 


Emperor William becomes incensed 
every time he sees himself carica­ 
tured is quite erroneous. 
It is in the 
class of popular misconceptions con­ 
cerning the German emperor, and has 
no foundation in fact. 
On the con­ 
trary, Emperor William finds much 
amusement in these caricatures, and 
he has made an extensive collection 
of them to which he is constantly 
adding. 
He makes selections from 
foreign papers as well as German, 
and has many American cartoons of 
himself properly indexed and classi­ 
fied. 
The signatures 
of 
the 
best 
American caricaturists are about as 
familiar to him as they are to most 
American newspaper readers. 
The emperor began this collection 
by acquiring a hook of caricatures on 
himself by a Frenchman named Ca- 
teret. 
The sale of this volume In 
Germany was prohibited by the au­ 
thorities 
immediately 
it 
appeared, 
but the emperor, hearing of this re­ 
striction, sent for a copy, looked It 
over, and then ordered tlie prohibi­ 
tion 
removed. 
Carteret’s 
sketches 
are the nucleus of his collection. 
Up to the time of this incident the 
German comic press, more out of fear 
than reverence, had avoided all di­ 
rect representation of the emperor, 
but after the Carteret episode Ger­ 
man caricaturists became bolder. In 
1905 Kladderaradsch astonished its 
readers by publishing a caricature of 
his majesty as a cuirassier, the face 
consisting of an interrogation mark 
in which the features of the emperor 
were plainly discernible. 
Since then 
the German press has added many 
specimens to the imperial collection, 
many of them by no means compli­ 
mentary to the royal subject.

Germany 
has 
made 
prodigious 
strides in commerce 
and 
industry 
since 1888, and much statistical in­ 
formation showing 
these 
increases 
has 
been 
published in connection 
with the celebration of Emperor \\ il- 
liam’s quarter century on the throne. 
It is now claimed that Germany is 
ahead of England as a producer of 
merchandise. 
In the last twenty-five years Ger­ 
many’s imports have risen from $818,- 
000,000 to $2,541.000,000, and her ex­ 
ports from $798,000,000 
to 
$2,146,- 
000,000. 
This foreign business affect­ 
ed 
shipping 
as 
follows: 
Tonnage 
movement in 1888, $42,000,000 tons; 
in 1912, 137,000,000. 
Coal, including 
ligsite, w’as produced in 1S8S to the 
extent of 81,000,000 tons; in 1912 the

showed

tons. 
Crude iron produced in 1888, 4,300,000 
tons; in 1912, 17.800,000 tons.

Germany’s great elect! ical in­ 
dustry has almost been created dur­ 
ing the past twenty-five years, and 
the leading electrical manufacturing 
company of the country has increased 
its capital strength more then twen­ 
ty-fold since 1888. 
The general machinery trade has 
been revolutionized, its product enor­ 
mously increased, and the efficiency 
of all the leading industries of the 
country has been multiplied several 
times over by the introduction in the 
past twenty-five years of improved 
machinery. 
While the efficiency of 
the individual workman 
has 
been 
greatly enhanced by machinerj, the 
number of working men and women 
also has been largely increased, as 
is evident from a gain of about 19.- 
000,000 in the population of the em­ 
pire since 1888.

Rentals on apartments and houses 
in the principal cities of Germany 
are rising faster than incomes, and 
as a result the percentage of house 
owners 
is 
steadily decreasing.

The av­ 
erage number of persons dwelling in 
one house in Berlin is 77, as against 
eight in London. 
Of all Germany’s 
important cities, only 
Lubeck 
and 
Bremen still cling to the one-family 
house. 
Everywhere else the apart­ 
ment house hag become the rule. 
In 1868 residents of Hamburg with 
incomes from $225 to $300 a year 
paid 20 per cent of the total for rent;

The pay of a German lieutenant is 
not sufficient to support a family, 
and the army regulations, as is gen­ 
erally the case in European countries, 
forbid an officer’s marriage without 
his superior’s consent.

Former Lieutenant Hermann Bauer, 
of Dusseldorf, while still in active 
service, but at a time when his ap­ 
plication to be permitted to resign 
had been handed in, married without 
the army authorities’ consent.

About Wheat. 


Several letters have come in about 


whea* pests. At least two have been 


complained of—the Hessian fly 
and 


, the wheat straw worm. 
The wheat 
¡btraw worm is easily controlled; only 
a few erf the adults have wings ann 
I they do not commonly go far 
from 
1 w here they hatch. 
This pest does not kill the wheat, 
I and many seeni to think it does no 
¡harm, hut this Idea is wrong. A very 
¡small yellow grub may be found with- 
Jin the joint. It is most easily found 
I when the w heat is about ripe by ex­ 
amining the green plants. On account 
of there being but 
one 
brood eacn 
year the pest can be very easily con­ 
trolled by rotation of crops. 
If a field is badly infected and the 
stubble is thick enough, in the event 
that you desire to row wheat in the 
same place, it would he wise to burn 
the stubble; and if the straw is to he 
used as manure this manure should 
not be placed on 
the wheat ground. 
T he easiest possible way is to not
